WIFE DEAD, HUSBAND RUINED, 


Litigation Destroys a Home Where 


Happiness Once 
Reigned 


Supreme. 


Mrs. Charles Moore, of Pipcsfconc 


township, is said to have beeu killed by 
the remorscleSB persecution inflicted 
upon her by neighbors. Charles Moore, 
himself, onco the owner, with his fam- 


ily, 
of a six-acre farm, has lost every- 


thing in defending himself against the 
evidently unjust attacks of unscrupu- 
lous persona. 
His last etrugglo has 


just closed in the circuit court and 
ended in his conviction of assault. The 
most harrassing facts in this caso are 
not obtainable. The repeated betriiyul 
of his interests by hia counsel; the 
painful experiences of his family in the 
litigation that has pursued him since 
1893 
when a small judgment was ob- 


tained against him by a neighbor, are 
not doubted but the public is forbidden 
the information. 
Enough, however, 


bun been learned to make a very pa- 
thetic story aof the facts. 


Trouble Ilegius> 


When trouble oamo to the Moore 


family they were occupying a farm of (5 
acres in Pipcatono township. The title 
of 3 acres of the land upon which was 
situated the house was held by the 
wife and the other three acres was 
owned by the husband. 
The barn and 


well were located on the dividing line. 
The little farm was valued at $900, the 
lomufjtcad exemption being 81,500. In 
L893 a judgment for $100 was obtained 
against Moore by S. A. Karlo, of Qro- 
aoko. To satisfy the judgment Earlc 
.evied on Moore's three acres of the 
nix-acre homestead. 
Moore protested 


,hat the three acres were part of the 
lomestead of himself and family, and 
pending the advertisement of the land 
under Earle's execution Moore em- 
iloyed attorneys to protect him from 
the unjust levy. A suit in chancery to 
set aside the levy on the ground that 
,hc three acres were exempt under the 
aws of the state as a homestead was in- 
stituted. 
The cause was heard before 


Judge O'Hara, after the usual- delays, 
in open court and "without rendering 
an opinion he dismissed the bill. 


Endless Litigation. 


From this judgment of dismissal 
rloorc's solicitors gave notice of appeal 
o the supreme court. 
There were 


many unavoidable delays in perfecting 
he appeal and nearly two years had 
jlapsed after tho notice had been given 
before the papers reached the supreme 
court. Moore claims he paid all bills 
and solicitors' fees asked 
of him. 


When the case came up for hearing in 
he supreme court Earle's attorney 


yed^ that the appeal be dismissed, 
ing the motion upon the alleged 


euhnical error that the appeal had 
not been perfected within the time 
Described by rule. 
Moore arranged 


vita his solicitors to have the case 
einstated in the supreme court on the 
fround that the error above specified 
Taa not the fault of his solicitors, but 
he failure of the stenographer to fur- 
lieh a transcript of his minutes within 
he prescribed time. 


Aguln Sued, 


In the meantime suit was brought 
gainst Moore to recover possession of 
iis premises. Under tho advice of his 
oimsel Moore made no defense in tho 
)roceedings before the circuit court 
;ommissioner, relying upon hia appeal 
n tho supreme court to restore to him 
iis homestead. Under the proceedings 
jeforo tho commissioner a writ of res- 
-itution was issued and Earle was put 
n possession of the three acres of land, 
^ke possession was only nominal and 
tfoore continued to cultivate the land 
nd enjoy its proceeds. 


Usury Glass Appears, 


At tho time the writ of restitution 


vas issued Henry Glass appears-upon 
he scene. 
For several years ho had 


ursod a deep grudge against Moore 
nd had been waiting for an opportu- 
ity to wreak revenge. He saw the op- 
ortunity in the chance to get control 
f Moore's homestead while the same 
vas in control of Earle. This was ac- 
pmplished for an alleged considera- 
ion of $275. Glass bought the three 
ores and look the title in himself. The 
hree acres Jhave no connection with 
ny other land owned by Glass, he re- 
iuim; a full half mile'away. He ira- 
lediatuly asserted 
ownership over 


what Moore considered his homestead, 
tfoore Had a crop of potatoes on the 
and over which Gliuss asserted his 
ights but ho was forbidden by Glass 
o dig them. 
Moore consulted legal 


ousul and was advised to dig the pota- 
003. 
He did so and was urresled by 


.-Ilass for trespassing. His counsel told 
1m to plead guilty. He complied and 
aid the consequent tine. 


MTU. Moore's Sml UcHth. 


To find a way out of his trouble 
Inure consulted other counsel and was 
dvised that his wife, who had not 
eon made a party to the former ehiin- 
ery suit, had a right to have the e.\- 
uution of JCorle canceled anil the con- 
eyance to Glass set aside as a cloud 
pon the title of her homestead. 
At 


iiia time Mrs. Moore was confined to 
or bed with -Illness. She was too ill 
o-sifrn the bill in chancery in which 
she comploinnfl against Glass, ICiirlc 


and others. 
This proved hor last ill- 


ness and she died without ever being- 
able to sign the bill of complaint which 
she hoped would remove the cloud from 
her title to her homestead. Mrs. 
Moore's illness, it is claimed was aggra- 
vated and her death the result of the 
heartless persecution to which the 
family had been subjected by the var- 
ious parties connected with, the litiga- 
tion; On May 22, 1890, less than two 
months after the death of Mrs. Moore, 
Henry Glass concluded to do some 
plowing on his newly acquired hinds. 
He was met by Moore and ordered off 
until tho supreme court had decided 
who owned the disputed territory, 
Moore having been advised that a rein- 
statementof his cause in tho supreme 
courc could be obtained. 


R«ToKor Gome* luto TromVneueo. 


An altercation took place in which 


Glass claimed that Moore exhibited a 
revolver. Glass abandoned the prem* 
ises for .the time being, went to St. 
Joseph, 'consulted Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Hamilton and swore out a warrant 
for the arrest of Moore on the charge 
of an assault with a dangerous weapon. 
Upon looking into the controversy and 
ascertaining that there was a question 
concerning the property rights in the 
premises the prosecuting attorney dis- 
missed the case. Glass was not satis- 
lied. He employed private counsel and 
swore out another complaint alleging 
that he apprehended Moore would do 
him great bodily harm. Moore was ar- 
rested and the issue was tried in a jus- 
tice court-tit St. Joseph. The jury dis- 
agreed. It was then supposed that the 
suit would be nolle pressed, but a sec- 
ond trial was ordered and resulted in a 
second disagreement, the result being 
announced near midnight of the day of 
trial. It wus then earnestly urged by 
Moore's counsel that the case be dis- 
missed and Moore discharged, but the 
court compelled Moore 'to go to trial a 
third time on tho succeeding day. 
Moore's' counsel could not attend this 


l. Other counsel, necessarily un- 


'amiliar'with the history and many de- 
mils of Hhc case, was procured and 
Moore wks convicted. From this judg- 
ment the defendant' appealed to the 
circuit cburt where the recent trial was 
lad, the details of which THE NEWS 
has already published. Moore was con- 
victed. '

With over 200 cases on the cal- 
endar of the circuit court for this 
county yet untried and daily additions 
being made to this number the neces- 
sity of a smaller judicial district is no 
ticeably evident to lawyers who are 
anxious to have some .disposition made 
p! the cases iu which they are inter- 
ested and which have hung fire be- 
cause of a glutted calendar. 


No one more keenly realizes the im- 


mensity of the business of this judicial 
district than Judge Coolidge. He is 
greatly overworked, 
and has long 


quietly argued la favor of detaching 
Cass county from the district and mak- 
ing Berrien county, which lias the 
largest circuit court business of any 
judicial district in tho state, a distinct 
district by itself. Since the removal 
of the county seat to St. Joseph the 
business of the court has greatly in- 
creased, la many instances, while the 
court house was .located at Berrien 
Spr.ings, litigants at this end of the 
county, rather than go to the expense 
and inconvenience of appearing in 
courtlS miles away, settled their dis- 
putes without the assistance of any tri- 
bunal and one judge could at that time 
easily dispose of all the court business 
of both Cass and Berrien counties. 


With a continual increase in the 


population of the county comes iiu in- 
n-ease in litigation, while the facilities 
ror disposing of law suits remains un- 
changed. The condition has a strange 
significance to attorneys, as well as 
clients. The latter, naturally are more 
concerned than the former, for the 
reason that the longer a case is in 
court the greater is apt to be the attor- 
ney's fee. Although the lagging of a 
case does not necessarily mean a pe- 
cuniary loss to the lawyer it is apt to 
bring him great inconvenience, so tnat 
both client and counsel profit by an ex- 
peditious disposition'of "a'lajvsuit. 


The criminal business in this county 


.s greatm* at each term of court and 
the 'trial of these cases always consume 
<i large part of the term. A division of 
ihe district must be made, according to 
the claims of attorneys. Under the 
present arrangement it is useless for 
Judge Coolidge to begin a term of 
court here with tlic expectation of con- 
"inuirig uninterruptedly to its close. In 
.he midst of a trial very often the judge 
Jnds it nccessaay to adjourn court here 
and go to Cass county where a pressure I 
of business makes his presence then 
obligatory. 
The division of this judi- 


cial .district must come and that very 
soon.

Mrs. Charles Moore, of Pipestone 
township, is said to have been killed by 
the remorseless persecution inflicted 
upon her by neighbors. Charles Moore, 
himself, once the owner, with his fam­ 
ily, of a six*acre farm, baa lost every* 
thing in defending himself against the 
evidently unjust attacks of unscrupu* 
loua persons. 
His last struggle has 
just closed in the circuit court and 
ended in hia conviction of assault. The 
most harrassing facts in this case are 
not obtainable. The repeated betrayalu 
of his interests by his counsel; the 
painful experiences of his family in the 
litigation that has pursued him since 
1893 when a small judgment was ob­ 
tained against him by a neighbor, are 
not doubted but the public is forbidden 
the information. 
Enough, however, 
has been learned to make a very pa­ 
thetic story of tho facts. 


Tnnibl« Bsclns. 


When trouble came to the Moore 
family they were occupying a farm of 0 
acres in Pipestone township.. The title 
of 3 acres of the land upon which was 
situated the house was held by the 
wife and the other three acres was 
owned by the husband. 
The barn and 
well were located on the dividing line. 
The little farm was valued at $0M, the 
homestead exemption being $1,500. In 
1803 a judgment for $100 was obtained 
against Moor« by S. A. Earle, of Oro- 
noko. To satisfy the judgment Earle 
levied on Moore’s three acres of the 
six-acre homestead. 
Moore protested 
that the three acres were nart of tho 
homestead of himself and family, and 
pending the advertisement of tho land 
under Earle’s execution Moore em­ 
ployed attorneys to protect him from 
the uniust levy. A suit in chancery to 
sot osiue the levy on the ground that 
tho three acres wore exempt under the 
law’s of the state os a homestead was in­ 
stituted. 
The cause was heard before 
Judge O’Hara, after the usual delays, 
in open court and without rendering 
an opinion ho dismissed the bill. 


Badlflw Litlgatloa. 


From this judgment of dismissal 
Moore’s solicitors gave notice of appeal 
to the supreme court. 
Thero were 
many unavoidable delays in perfecting 
the appeal and nearly two years had 
elapsed after the notice had been given 
before the papers reached the supreme 
court. Moore claims be paid all bills 
and solicitors’ fees asked of him. 
When tho case came up for hearing in 
the supreme court Earlo’s attornev 
moved that the appeal be dismisseo^, 
basing the motion u|)on the alleged 
technical eri*or that the api)eal had 
not been i)crfected within the time 
prescribed by rule. 
Moore arranged 
with his solicitors to bav«. the case 
reinstated in the supremo court on the 
ground that the error above specified 
was not the fault of his solicitors, but 
the failure of the stenographer to fur 
nlsh a transcript of his minutes within 
the prescrilied time. 


Again 8«Mi. 


In tho meantime suit was brought 
against Moore to recover possession of 
his premises. Under the Oilviee of bis 
counsel Moore made no defense In the 
proceedings before the circuit court 
commissioner, relying upon his appeal 
in the supreme court to restore to nim 
his homestead. Under the proceeding s 
beforo the commissioner a writ of res­ 
titution was issued and Earle waa put 
in possession of the three acres of land. 
Tho possession was only nominal and 
Moore continued to cultivate the land 
and enjoy its proceeds.

At tho time the writ of restitution 
waa issued Henry Glass appears <upon 
the scone. 
For several years he bad 
nursed a deep grudge against Moore 
and had been wailing for an opportu­ 
nity to wreak revenge. Ho saw tne op­ 
portunity in the chance to get control 
of Moore’s homestead while the same 
was in control of Carle. This was ac­ 
complished for an alleged consldei*a* 
tion of $275. Glass bought the three 
acre« and took the title in himself. The 
three acres have no connection with 
any other Und owned by Glass, he re* 
siding a full half mile away. He Ira- 
mediately asserted ownership over 
what Moore considered his homestead. 
Moore nad a crop of potatoes on the 
land over whieli Glass asserted his 
rights but he waa forbidden by Glass 
to dig them. 
Moore consulted legal 
consul and was advised to dig the pota- 
tooa. 
He did so and was arrested by 
Glass for tres|)ossing. His counsel told 
him to plead guilty. He compiled and 
|iald the consequent fine, 


If rs. Moor*’« tNtd 


To find a way out of his trouble 
Moore consulted other counsel and was 
advised that his wife, who had not 
been made a party to the former chan 
eery suit, bad a right to have the ex 
eeution of Earle canceled and the con 
veyance to Glass set aside as a cloud 
npon the title of her homestead, 
At 
thbt time Mrs. Moore waa confined to 
ber bed witb illneni., Sbe waa too ill 
toxica tho MU In ^hnnoera in which 
nhe nowjitaSBei 
Olns«, Earle 


and others. 
This proved her last ill* 
led Without ever beinff 
able to sign the bill of complaint which 
•be hoped would remove the cloud from 
her title to her homestead. 
Mrs. 
Moore’s illness, it iscli^imedwaaaggra* 
vated and her death the result of the 
heartless persecution to which the 
family had been subjected by the var­ 
ious ^rties connected with the litiga­ 
tion. On May 22,1896, less than two 
months after the death of Mrs. Moore, 
Henry Glass concluded to do some 
plowing on his newly acquired lands. 
He waa met by Moore and ordered off 
until the supreme court had decided 
who owned the disputed territory, 
Moore having been advised that a rein­ 
statement of his cause in the supreme 
court could be obtained. 


Bewolvwr Comss lato Promlasn««. 


An. altercation took place in which 
Glasa claimed that Moore exhibited a 
revolver. Glass abandoned the prem­ 
ises for the time being, went to St. 
Joseph, 'Consulted Prosecuting Attor­ 
ney Hamilton and swore out a warrant 
for the arrest of Moore on the charge 
of an assault with a dangerous weapon 
Upon looking into the controversy and 
ascertaining that there was a question 
concerning the property rights in the 
promises the prosecuting attorney dis* 
missed the case. Glass was not satis­ 
fied. He employed private counsel and 
swore out another complaint alleging 
that be apprehended \ioore would do 
him great bodily harm. Moore was ar­ 
rested and the issue was tried in a jus­ 
tice court at St. Joseph. The jury dis­ 
agreed. It. was then supposed that the 
suit would be nolle pressed, but a sec­ 
ond trial was ordered and resulted in a 
second disagreement, the result bein^

announced near midnight of the da*y o 
trial. It was then earnestly urged by 
Moore’s counsel that the case be dis* 
missed and Moore discharged, but the 
court compelled Moore to go to trial a 
third time on tho succeeding da;

Other counsel, necessarily un* 
familiar'with the history and many do 
tails of I the case, was procured and 
"Moore wks convicted. From this judg­ 
ment tbM) defendant appealed to the 
circuit oburt where the recent trial was 
had, the details of which Th e Ne w 8 
has a l r ^ y published.

Talk of Attornoya. 


The lawyers of Berrien county are 
speculating in an interesting way on 
the probability of their homo county 
being soon made a judicial district by 
itself^ With over 200 cases on the cal­ 
endar of the circuit court for this 
coun^ yet untried and daily additions 
being made to this number the neces­ 
sity of a smaller judicial district is no 
ticeably evident to lawyers who are 
anxious to have some disposition made 
the cases in which they are inter­ 
ested and which have hung fire be* 
cause of a glutted calendar. 


No one more keenly realizes the im* 
mensity of the business of this judicial 
district than Judge Coolldgc. He is 
greatly overworked, 
and has long 
quietly argued In favor of detaching 
Cass county from the district and mak* 
ing Berrien county, which has tho 
largest circuit court business of any 
udicial district in the state, a distinct 
district by itself. Since the removal 
of the county seat to St. Joseph the 
business of the court has greatly in­ 
creased. In many instances, while the 
court house was located at Berrien 
Springs, litigants at this end of the 
countv, rather than go to the expense 
and Inconvenience of ap^aring in 
court 15 miles away, settlea their dis- 
outes without the assistance of any tri­ 
bunal and one judge could at that time 
easily dispose of all tho court business 
of both Cass and Berrien counties. 


With a continual increase in the 
population of the county comes an In­ 
crease in litigation, while the fanilltles 
for disposing of law suits remains un­ 
changed. The condition has a strange 
Igniticance to attorneys, as well as 
elTents. Tho latter, naturally aro more 
concerned than the former, for the 
reason that the longer a case is in 
court the greater is apt to be tho attor­ 
ney’s fee. Although the lagging of a 
case does not necessarily mean a pe­ 
cuniary loss to tho lawyer it is apt to 
bring him great inconvenience, so tnat 
both client and counsel profit by an ex­ 
peditious disposition of a'layvsult. 


The criminal business in this county 
is greater at each term of court and 
the trial of these cases alw’ays consumc 
a large part of the term. A division of 
the district must be made, uccordiug to 
the claims of attorneys. Under the 
1 
)rescnt arrangement it is useless for 
fudge Coolidge to begin a term of 
court here with the exi>ectation of con­ 
tinuing uninterruptedly to its close. In 
tho midst of a trial verv often the judge 
finds it necessaay to aojourn court here 
and go to Cass county where a pressure 
of business makes his presence then 
obligatory. The division of this judi­ 
cial district must come and that very 
soon.

ordinary legerdemain to the extraordi- 
nary method of tho Pied Pipor of Hamo- 
lin. There were others, too, who hired 
oat intelligent ferrets to exterminate 
rats. But tho advance of civilization 
lias had its effect ou the science of rat^ 
catching, aud even in thut brauch of in- 
dustry mechanical contrivances have 
supplanted manual work. 


0. P. Johnson is probably the leading 


rat catcher of St Louis. His traps arc 
not cheap trifles, and there are many 
persons who biro him to set the con- 
trivances in their places, paying 6 cents 
tor each of the little pests that is cap- 
tured. The largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
But the 


IB, which would naturally be «• 


to offer a favorable field for 


Johnson'a work, do not figure as among 
liis good patrons. He says that the rat 
is one of tho most cautious of animnls, 
and that the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big down town establish- 
ment wna rid of 03 rnta in one night. 


Both Johnsou and Henry Hein attend 


to tho former's traps. They make daily 
rounds, setting tho contrivances or dis- 
posing of tho captives. When a land- 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in- 
forms Johnson of that portion of the 
house where the little animals do most 
of their foraging. 


For the first night or two the trap is 


_jt tbere iu snoh a manner that tho rats 
can nibble the bait and afterward es- 
cape. On tho day that Johnson finds oil 
the cheese and crackers in tho boxlike 
contrivance have boon devoured during 
the night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into which tbe captive rots are to be 
forced out of tho view of prospective 
prisoners. Thus fully 100 rats can be 
oangbt in one trap in one night. 


Johnson says that be doesn't contract 


to entirely rid a place of rats. He thinks 
be "knows as much about the business 
as anyone else" and says that when 
the rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a house it is almost im- 
possible to drive them out A ferret, ho 
says, might destroy the nest and the 
trap catch all tbe rats in the house, but 
if the locality is particularly favorable 
for rodent light neighboring pests are 
most likely to move into the place. 


'Times aro changed," said an old 


timer. "I remember when a man bad 
to work a sight border tbau be does 
now before he'd get several pieces of sil- 
ver for 24 hours' rat catching. In those 
days, these niwfaugl»d traps w«ren't 
known. 


There nsad to bo a fellow living 


down on th« levee that know more about 
rati than a 'jockey known about race 
horses. He had a partner, and both of 
them worked all kinds of schemes on tbe 
little creatures. These ftwo men had a 
way of spreading bait on a cellar floor 
and then sneaking in on rubber boots, 
One of them carried a sack aud a queer 
pair of tongs. The other hod a bulls- 
eye lantern with a sliding panel. 


They'd sit in the dark as quiet as n 


graveyard until the rats commenced 
lighting and quarreling or until they 
mew tho place was full of the varmints.. 


."Then the lantern would be turned 


on suddenly, and the rats, who are as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, wonld 
stand stock still. The man with tho 
;ougs—and he was quicker than greased 
lightning—would pick up the pests and 
fire them into the sack before the little 
things knew what was up. Sometimes 
they'd bag as many as 40 at a crack, 
but at other time» the rate would ba- 
come accustomed to the light and scam- 
per away before SO of their comrades 
had been nabbsd." 


But the soicnco of rat catching hat 


fewer exponents than has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are not generally 
anxious to have the little animals about 
them, and hence they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to means of capturing them. 


In addition to tho time worn 'scheme 


of poisoned bait, there are a number ol 
unique plans that ore operated from 
time to time by landlords who have lost 
patience with the domestic maraudera 
An ingenious Individual some time ago 
devised a plan of painting a captive rat 
with a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. The released rat 
would return to its nest, and thr.ro its 
effulgent coat would frighten tlie other 
rats out of all their instincts save thai 
of fear. , 


There would bo a pellmoll fight, one 


as rats go in droves the painted rodent 
would run in their midstj increasing 
their fright aud hastening their flight 
Borne one suggested that the little ani- 
mals would either run themselves to 
death or coutiuuo their chase until 
dawn, when, in the sunlight, tha phos- 
phorus would lose its brilliance. Evan 
in the latter event the little animals 
wonld have left their previous haunts. 


It is known that rats despise the odor 


of turpentine. Some housewives, when 
bothered by the domestic pestn, catob 
one In a trap, and, after bathing it in 


; turpentine, release it This plan iu said 
to have almost as offlcacioaB an effect as 
the phosphorescent paint 


There uro some persons who claim 


that belling n rat will drive its com- 
rades from their nest As a usual thing, 


, however, the bell becomes detached 


j from the pest to which it was tied be- 
fore tho desired end is attained.. Bnt a 
itrong wire Is expected to circumvent

And fewer know that 
ooniidetable iugenai^ entan into an 
adept practice of the craft Venerable 
h<msew<ves recall how, a generatiim 
ago, thnre were some qtieer charactem 
who contracted to rid places of the ro­ 
dent pests by all manner of means, fkrmi 
ordinaiy legerdemain to the eztratnrdi- 
nary method of the Pied Piper of Home- 
lia There wero others, too. who hired 
out intelligent fDrrcts to exterminate 
rats, fint the advance of civilization 
has had its effect on the scicnce of rat^ 
catching, and even in thut branch of in< 
dnstoy mechanical contrivances have 
supplanted manual work. 


0. P. Johnson is protwbly the leading 
rat catcher of Si Louis. His traps are 
not cheap trifles, and there are many 
persons who hire him to set the con* 
triTances in their places, paying 6 cents 
for each of the little pesta that is cap- 
twed. The largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
But the 
hotels, which would natnrally be ex* 
pec ted to offer a favorable field for 
JohnKm’s work, do not figure as among 
his good patrona He says that the rat 
is one of tho most cautious of animals, 
and that the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents snocessful trap sotting 
in hotela One big down town establish* 
ment was rid of 08 mts in one night 
Both Johnson and Henry Hein attend 
to the former’s traps. They make daily 
roundi, setting the contrivances or dis­ 
posing of tbe captives. When a land­ 
lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in­ 
forms Johnson of that portion of tho 
house where the little animals do most 
of their foraging. 


Per the first night or two the trap is 
set there in such a maunor that tho rats 
can nibble the bait and aftcrwiird es- 
cape. On the day that Johnson finds all 
the cheeee and crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devonred during 
the night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
Into which the captive rats are to be 
foceed out of the view of prospectiw 
prisonei& Thus fully 100 rats can bo 
oaugbt in one trap in one night 


Johnson says ttot he doesn't contract 
to entirely rid a place of rata He thinks 
he “ knows as much about tbe business 
as any one else'* and says that when 
the rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a bouse it Is almost im­ 
possible to drive them out A fOrret. ho 
says, might destroy the nest and the 
trap catoh all the rats in the house, but 
if the locality in particularly favorable 
for rodent light neighboring pests are 
nost likely to move into the places

But the aoienoe ot rat oitehing baa 
fewer exponenta than baa the art of rat 
killittg. Honsekecpers are not generally 
anxions to have tlw little animals about 
them, and hence they pay more attenti«» 
to the waya of exoroising the pests than 
they do to means ot capturing them. 


In addition to the time worn sebeme 
of poisoned bait, there are a number of 
unique plans tbat ate operated from 
time to time by landlords who have lost 
patience with the domestic marandera 
An ingenious individuai some time ago 
devised a plan of paiuting a captive rat 
with a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. The released vat 
would return to it« nest, and there ita 
effulgent coat would frighten the other 
rata out of all their instincts save that 
of fear. 


There would be a pelhBaell flght, and 
as rata go in droves the painted rodent 
would mn in their midst^ inoreaaing 
their fright and hastening their flight 
Someone auggested that the little ani- 
maUi would either run tbemsolvea to 
death or oontiuue their ohase «ntil 
dawn, when, in tbe snniigbt, the phoa* 
phoma would lose ita brilliance. Svan 
in the latter event the little animala 
would have left their pvavioua bannts.

JoHKra JotTRVAi..—There is a great fuel 
famine in the small towns along the line of 
the Northern Paciflc railroad, recently 
visited by tho big blizzard. ThoiiMiids of 
famili«>s are suffering with the cold. 


Fuller re(>orts of the late storm show it 
to bo far more serious than was at first an­ 
ticipated. With two rotary engines work­ 
ing out of Fargo ou the Northern I'aciflc 
since Saturday morniuif. No. 4, snowed in 
five miles cast of Valley City, was just 
reached at 10 o’clock this morning.
